A steam launch carrying non-union labour- 
ers from Dublin to London was sunk on 
Friday by the steamer Albatross in Lough 
Foyle, and fifteen persons were drowned. 

The weather in England has suddenly 
changed for the better, and the farmers are 
said to confess that after all the damage has 
not been so very serious.

ONE HUNDRED MILES AN BOLR. 


A Lecomotive that is Expected te Pall a 
Train at this Awfal Speed, 


“Tf the new engine I am about to have 
constructed is not capable of making 100 
miles an hour I'll give her to the tirst person 
I meet.” 

This statement was made the other day by 
Mr. Jackson Richards, the master mechanic 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, 
who was exhibiting to a party of deeply in- 
terested persons the drawings for a locomo- 
tive which, if successful, is almost sure to 
revolutionize the construction of the high- 
speed locomotives. Mr. Richards has been 
working on his latest invention for the past 
ten years, and a few days ago the drawings 
were completed and the patent was applied 
for. If the new flyer is as successful as ex- 

rts predict she will be it is more than hke 
Fy that the time between Philadelphia and 
New York, a distance of 100 miles, will be 
made in less than an hour. 

In outward appearance the new locomotive 
will not differ materially from the speedy 
engines now used on the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad between that city and 
New York. The peculiarity of construction 
lies in the fact that instead of the twocylin- 
ders as used at present there will be four. 
One cylinder will be located on each side of 
the locomotive frame as at present and the 
other two will be cast in what is known as 
the cylinder saddle. The inside pair of 
cylinders are to be in one piece, and will lie 
onanangle. The outside cylinders are to 
be horizontal as at present. The four cylin- 

| ders will entirely overcome what is known 
to engineers as the dead centre, and the 
engine will be perfectly balanced without 
any counterbalance in the wheels. This 
latter improvement will, to a large degree, 
do away with the vicious pounding which 
has proven sodestructive to modern roadbeds. 
The perfect balancing of the engine will be 
“ae. due to the working of the two cyl- 
inders so near her centre, and these saime 
cylinders working as they do from such a 
central point of vantage, will help out in the 
matter of speed to a great degree. 

According to the experts who have exam- 
ined the drawings the valve motion is per- 
fect There will be four valves—one to each 
cylinder and they will be operated by two 
links, the same as now used for two eylin- 
ders. The engine is designe’ to be built on 
the Wooton fire box, the same as is now 
used on the famous ‘*206,” which made a 
mile in the remarkable time of 39 4-5 seconds 
on Aug. 27. The ordinary speed of the des- 
tined world-beater will be eighty-five miles 


an hour.

SHE LIVED ALONE AMID KKELETONS. 


The Only Inbabitant ofan Island Where 


2,000 Indians Nad Becn Buried. 


Two prospectors recently visited the Is- 
lend of San Nicholas, off the Ventura coast, 
with the purpose of taking up land. They 
found the land on the island, which is four 
miles wide by twelve long, utterly barren. 
On the western side sand is about the only 
thing seen, and this has been blown from 
the besch clear to the top of the island, 700 
or SOO feet high. 

On the other side of the island they found 
human bones for a distance of five miles 
along the beach. They were very thick, and 
it looked as if it had been a graveyard. They 
also discovered the remains of human bodies 
on the ridge, which runs lengthwise through 
the island. In some places two skeletons 
were seen close together, as if they had been 
buried in the same grave. The wind 
had blown off what covering of soil had 
been thrown over them. Bones were thickly 


strewn along this ridge for upward of three 


miles. From appearances upward of 4,000 
Indies must have been buried there. 
A shanty which had been built on the west 


side w:s found buried clear to the roof 


in sand. There are now about 2,000 sheep 


on the island, and from a sort of rough grass 
they seem to keep fat. The party went into 
a cave which afforded an Indian woman, the 
sole occupant of the island, a home for seven 
years. It seems that when her party was 
leaving the island she jumped overboard and 
swam ashore in the wight. Years went by 
before she was taken off.
